University President 


Morton Schapiro began his term as the 16th president of Northwestern University 
on September 1, 2009. He is a professor of economics in Northwestern's Judd A. 
and Marjorie Weinberg College of Arts and Sciences and also holds appointments 
in the J. L. Kellogg School of Management and the School of Education and 
Social Policy. 


President Schapiro is among the nation’s leading authorities on the economics 
of higher education, with particular expertise in the area of college financing 
and affordability and on trends in educational costs and student aid. He has 
testified before US Senate and House committees on economic and educational 
issues and is widely quoted in the national media on those issues. 


Previously President Schapiro was president of Williams College from 2000 to 
2009. Earlier he had served as a member of the Williams College faculty from 
1980 to 1991 as professor of economics and assistant provost. In 1991 he 
went to the University of Southern California, where he served as chair of the 
Department of Economics until 1994 and then as dean of the College of Letters, 
Arts and Sciences until 2000. During his last two years as dean, he also served as 
the university's vice president for planning. 


President Schapiro has written more than 100 articles and written or edited nine 
books. The books include: Cents and Sensibility: What Economics Can Learn from 
the Humanities (with Gary Saul Morson, Princeton University Press 2017); The 
Student Aid Game: Meeting Need and Rewarding Talent in American Higher 
Education (with Michael McPherson, Princeton University Press 1998); Keeping 
College Affordable: Government and Educational Opportunity (with Michael 
McPherson, Brookings Institution 1991); plus an edited volume: The Fabulous 
Future? America and the World in 2040 (with Gary Saul Morson, Northwestern 
University Press 2015). 


He has received research grants and contracts from the National Science 
Foundation, the US Department of Education, the World Bank, the Andrew 
W. Mellon Foundation, the Spencer Foundation, the College Board, the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development, and other groups 
to study the economics of higher education and related topics. In 2010 he was 
elected a fellow of the American Academy of Arts and Sciences, and in 2017 he 
was elected to the National Academy of Education. 


He received his bachelor’s degree in economics from Hofstra University and his 
doctorate from the University of Pennsylvania.

Combe Family Vice President For Athletics & Recreation 


Dr. Derrick Gragg was named Combe Family Vice President for Athletics and 
Recreation by President Morty Schapiro in June of 2021, the 23rd person 
selected to lead the department for the Wildcats. A long-time athletic director, 
college sports administrator, and diversity and inclusion leader, Gragg joined 
the Northwestern family after serving as the NCAA‘s senior vice president for 
inclusion, education and community engagement.

“My career has been shaped 
by an unwavering belief in the potential of student-athletes to excel in all areas. 
These young people need more support than ever in the midst of challenging, 
changing and exciting times. | look forward to joining an incredible roster of 
coaches and staff in Evanston on this collaborative mission to help our Wildcats 
achieve at the highest level as students, as athletes and as people.” 


Throughout his career in college athletics, Gragg has prioritized representing 
the underrepresented and providing a voice and allyship to people of color, 
women and the LGBTQ community. 


While serving as the NCAA‘s senior vice president for inclusion, education and 
community engagement, Gragg has worked to ensure diversity, equity and 
inclusion are reflected on all levels in college athletics. He had a dual focus on 
internal and external initiatives and programming. 


A former football letter-winner at Vanderbilt, Gragg he has always valued 
the impact of academics on athletes. He earned a master's degree in sports 
administration from Wayne State University, then his doctorate in higher 
education administration from the University of Arkansas. Gragg joined the 
Arkansas athletic department in 2000 as an associate director, and eventually 
was promoted to deputy director. 


Gragg became Eastern Michigan University's athletic director in 2006, then was 
named to the same position at the University of Tulsa in 2013. 


Under Gragg's leadership, Tulsa athletics made the transition from Conference 
USA to the American Athletic Conference in 2014-15. In the first six years of 
Tulsa's membership, Hurricane teams won 19 Conference titles, the second-most 
in the league. During his tenure, Tulsa advanced to postseason competition 53 
times and produced 28 All-Americans, eight CoSIDA Academic All-Americans 
and 1,158 American Athletic Conference academic honor roll recipients. 


Gragg also helped conceptualize the Tulsa Legacy Game, designed to pay 
tribute to the survivors and descendants of the 1921 Tulsa Massacre, which is 
widely recognized as one of the worst incidents of racial violence in U.S. history. 
The first Tulsa Legacy Game took place last year. 


He administered the development and implementation of the athletic 
department's strategic plan, was instrumental in securing Tulsa’s largest-ever 
planned gift for athletics, and facilitated the department's first all-sport apparel 
agreement with Adidas, tripling the amount of athletics apparel for student- 
athletes, coaches and staff. He also served as tournament director for NCAA DI 
Men's Basketball Tournament First and Second Round games in 2017 and 2019 
at Tulsa's downtown BOK Center.

Pat Fitzgerald is Northwestern football. A member of the College Football Hall of Fame for his 
dominance as a player for the Wildcats in the 90s, Fitzgerald has made his biggest impact on the 
program over the last 15-plus years as its head coach. Fitzgerald was the consensus Big Ten Coach of the 
Year in 2018 as well as the 2020 Bobby Dodd National Coach of the Year. The sixth-longest tenured coach 
in the FBS, Fitzgerald earned his 100th-win in the Wildcats' 2020 season opener and signed a 10-year 
contract extension this past January that secures the program's leadership through 2030 season.

PAT FITZGERALD 


Already the second-longest tenured Big Ten head coach at the age of 46, Pat Fitzgerald 
enters his 16th season at the helm of Northwestern having spent his coaching tenure 
building upon the tradition he helped establish as a Hall-of-Fame linebacker for the 
Wildcats in the mid-1990’s. Characterized by his motivational skills, enthusiasm and 
passion for all things Northwestern, Fitzgerald has shaped Chicago's Big Ten Team into 
one that consistently achieves excellence in all three phases of the student-athlete 
experience: academics, athletics and community outreach. 


Fitzgerald has built the Wildcats’ program into a consistent winner. He has guided 
the Wildcats to two Big Ten West Division titles (2018, 2020) in three seasons, and 
four consecutive bowl victories since 2016. Northwestern is one of only four Big Ten 
programs to make multiple appearances in the league's championship game. 


The Orland Park native picked up his 100th career victory when Northwestern topped 
Maryland, 43-3, in the 2020 opener. He currently ranks 22nd among active FBS head 
coaches with 106 career victories. His 106 wins at Northwestern are the sixth-most by 
an active FBS coach at the same school and he ranks fourth on the list of active FBS 
head coaches who are the all-time winningest coach at their current school. 


The 2020 campaign was one for the ages. In the conference-only season due to 
COVID-19, Fitzgerald led Northwestern to a 6-1 regular season record, Big Ten West 
Division title and the 2021 VRBO Citrus Bowl championship. He was named the 2020 
Dodd Trophy Coach of the Year recipient in addition to winning the 2021 Stallings 
Award, given to a Division | coach for being an exceptional humanitarian and 
coach. The 2020 Wildcats finished the season ranked No. 10 in the AP’s final poll, the 
program's best finish in the poll since the 1995 season. Northwestern went a perfect 
4-0 at Ryan Field, swept West Division opponents for the second time in three seasons 
and finished league play with a .857 winning percentage - marking the fourth time 
since 2015 that the Wildcats have finished Big Ten play with a .750 winning percentage 
or better, second most among Big Ten programs. 


Five players, including Brandon Joseph, Greg Newsome Il, Paddy Fisher, Peter 
Skoronski and Blake Gallagher, received All-America recognition in 2020. Joseph 
headlined the group, becoming Northwestern’s first consensus All-American since 
2000 and only the second defensive consensus All-American in program history, the 
other being Fitzgerald. A total of 14 players earned All-Big Ten recognition from either 
the league coaches or media, including Joseph, Fisher and Newsome II, who received 
first team honors. It was the first time in program history that three Northwestern 
defensive players earned first team honors. Joseph also was named the Big Ten 
Thompson-Randle El Freshman of the Year, while Fisher was tabbed as the Big Ten 
Butkus-Fitzgerald Linebacker of the Year. The Katy, Texas, native finished his collegiate 
career as the active career leader in total tackles with 404 and was named a finalist for 
the Lott IMPACT Trophy. 


Fitzgerald has led the Wildcats to 11 bowl appearances in his 15 seasons and has 
guided the ‘Cats to five of their six bowl wins in program history. Most recently, the 
Wildcats captured the 2021 VRBO Citrus Bowl with a 35-19 win over Auburn. The win 
was Northwestern's largest margin of victory in a bowl game and largest over an SEC 
opponent in program history. It also extended Northwestern's bowl win streak to four, 
which is the longest in program history and is tied for the longest active bowl win 
streak in the Big Ten. 


Northwestern's redshirt senior class in 2020 went 4-0 in bowl games, two Big Ten West 
Division titles and claimed the Land of Lincoln Trophy five times. 


In 2018, Chicago's Big Ten Team mounted a dramatic come-from-behind victory 
over No. 17 Utah in the 2018 Holiday Bowl by scoring a bowl record 28 points in the 
third quarter to claim its third-straight bowl win for the first time in program history. 
Fitzgerald was named the 2018 Big Ten Coach of the Year after guiding Northwestern 
to its first Big Ten title game appearance. 

The win over Kentucky in the 2017 Music City Bowl capped off an eight-game winning 
streak for the Wildcats, who finished the 2017 season with 10 wins for the fifth time in 
program history and third time over the last six seasons. Northwestern averaged nine 
victories over the 2016-18 seasons (27-12), setting a program record for wins during a 
three-year span. The previous high was 26 wins from 1903-05. 


In 2016, the Wildcats defeated No. 23 Pittsburgh in the 2016 New Era Pinstripe Bowl 
in Yankee Stadium, 31-24. After a slow 1-3 start to the season, the Wildcats won six 
of their last nine games to finish the 2016 season with a winning record of 7-6 for 
the sixth time under Fitzgerald. The fifth-year seniors of the 2016 class became the 
first group in program history to earn a pair of bowl victories with their wins in the 
Pinstripe Bowl and TaxSlayer Bowl in 2013. Following the season, linebacker Anthony 
Walker Jr. was selected with the 161st pick overall in the fifth round by the Indianapolis 
Colts and defensive end Ifeadi Odenigbo was picked by the Minnesota Vikings in the 
seventh round. Two additional players were signed to undrafted free agent contracts, 
with Big Ten Receiver of the Year and Biletnikoff Award finalist Austin Carr signing with 
the New England Patriots and linebacker Joe Jones with the Dallas Cowboys. 


The 2015 season saw the Wildcats earn a trip to their sixth bowl under his guidance 
with an appearance in the New Year's Day Outback Bowl in Tampa, Florida. Behind 
one of the nation's stingiest defenses and a ground and pound offense, the Wildcats 
opened the season with a 16-6 victory over No. 21-ranked and 2016 Rose Bowl 
Champion Stanford. The victory sparked a 5-0 start for the ‘Cats and led to Chicago's 
Big Ten Team matching a program record with 10-wins, including five straight to close 
the regular season. NU finished the season ranked in the top 25 in both the Associated 
Press and USA Today/Coaches Poll. 


Northwestern's senior class of 2016 became the first in program history to post a pair 
of 10-win seasons and a pair was selected in the 2016 NFL Draft as defensive end Dean 
Lowry was picked by the Green Bay Packers in the fourth round and superback Dan 
Vitale was taken in the sixth round by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. Additionally, five 
members of the 2016 class signed undrafted free agent contracts. 


From 2008-12, Fitzgerald guided the Wildcats to five consecutive bowl berths, 
including the 2012 campaign when NU capped a tremendous 10-win season with 
a landmark victory over Mississippi State in the TaxSlayer.com Gator Bowl. The 2012 
‘Cats, who played in a New Year's Day bowl game for the third time in five years, 
earned a No. 17 year-end ranking in the USA Today/Coaches Poll, the best positioning 
for any Big Ten team. 


Consequently, four consecutive senior classes to graduate from the Northwestern 
football program during that time-frame set or tied the school record for most 
career wins by a five-year senior class, with the 2012 group going out at the time 
as the winningest NU senior class in history with 40 victories to its credit. Likewise, 
Fitzgerald's Gator Bowl victory on Jan. 1, 2013, marked the 50th of his career, officially 
making him the winningest head coach in Northwestern Football history. 


Away from the gridiron, Fitzgerald's players have achieved at the highest levels in the 
classroom, last fall placing a program-record 69 players on the Academic All-Big Ten 
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team in the fall of 2020. In 2019, Northwestern football became the first Power-5 team 
ever to post a perfect Graduation Success Rate score. Northwestern has earned an FBS- 
best 10 AFCA Academic Achievement Awards since 1998. Additionally, Fitzgerald's 
program has ranked in the Top-3 among all FBS programs in the multi-year Academic 
Progress Rating (APR) for 10 consecutive years and has posted a score of 995-or-better 
in the measure of player retention and eligibility four straight years. The Wildcats were 
the lone Big Ten football program to earn an APR Public Recognition Award from the 
NCAA in 2020, which is given to programs that rank in the Top-10% of their sport. 


NU also goes to great lengths to make a difference in the community. Fitzgerald, his 
family and his players partake in countless charitable events, impacting the NU and 
Evanston communities through their participation in Northwestern Dance Marathon, 
Special Olympics, Misericordia, the NU chapter of Uplifting Athletes, weekly school 
and children's hospital visits, and dozens of other organizations. Most recently, 
Fitzgerald was named the honorary coach of the 2017 Allstate AFCA Good Works 
Team. 


As a player in 1995, Fitzgerald was the leader of a suffocating Wildcats defensive unit 
that led the nation in scoring defense and anchored NU's storybook run to the Big 
Ten championship and Rose Bowl. He capped the year by winning both the Nagurski 
and Bednarik Awards as the nation's top defensive player and also was the Big Ten, 
Chevrolet and Sports Illustrated-Defensive Player of the Year. Fitzgerald accomplished 
all of this despite suffering a broken leg in the penultimate regular-season game. 


Fitzgerald recovered from that injury and in 1996 he again led the Wildcats to a share 
of the Big Ten title. He repeated as recipient of the Nagurski and Bednarik Awards, 
becoming the first two-time winner of both honors and laying the groundwork for 
his selection in 2008 to the College Footbaall Hall of Fame. A two-time first-team All- 
American, Fitzgerald started 23 career games and totaled 299 tackles, including 20 for 
loss. He also forced five fumbles and intercepted three passes. 


Prior to his return to Northwestern, Fitzgerald was a defensive graduate assistant at 
Maryland (1998) and Colorado (1999) before taking his first full-time position at Idaho 
in 2000. 


In 2001, esteemed NU head coach Randy Walker brought Fitzgerald back to Evanston, 
hiring him to coach the defensive secondary and eventually tabbing him the ‘Cats’ 
recruiting coordinator. Named one of college football's top recruiters by SI.com in 
2005, Fitzgerald mentored two-time All-Big Ten linebacker and former St. Louis Ram 
Tim McGarigle, the all-time leading tackler in NCAA history. 


Fitzgerald remained an assistant coach before being named Northwestern's 29th 
head coach on July 7, 2006 under the most difficult of circumstances, succeeding 
Walker after his sudden passing on June 29, 2006. Fitzgerald remained the youngest 
head football coach among Football Bowl Subdivision schools until Lane Kiffin was 
hired by Tennessee on Dec. 1, 2008. 


In May of 2011, NU Director of Athletics Jim Phillips announced that Fitzgerald and the 
school agreed to a new 10-year deal that will keep him on the Northwestern sidelines 
through 2020. The 10-year deal was unprecedented in Northwestern Athletics history. 
In April of 2017, Phillips announced that Fitzgerald had been signed to a multi-year 
contract extension, with his new deal running through the 2026 football season.

Fitzgerald's Head Coaching Record Year-by-Year 
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The program has steadily gained momentum in the years since Fitzgerald took over 
as head coach, starting with a challenging 4-8 campaign in 2006, when just weeks 
before the season began, Walker's death rocked the NU football program. In 2007, the 
Wildcats achieved bowl-eligibility with a 6-6 mark but did not play in a postseason 
game due to a lack of bowl slots for Big Ten teams. The 2007 Wildcats boasted a prolific 
offense that has become synonymous with NU teams of late, leading the Big Ten in 
regular-season total offense. 


In 2008, a dramatically improved defense and strong special teams play led the 'Cats 
to a nine-win season and a berth in the Valero Alamo Bowl against Missouri, their first 
postseason appearance since taking on UCLA in the 2005 Sun Bowl. Northwestern 
touted the nation's fifth-most improved scoring defense and the Wildcats set a single- 
season school mark for rushing defense (126.4 ypg), breaking the mark that Fitzgerald 
and his teammates established in 1995. NU's 5-0 season start in 2008 was its best since 
the 1962 campaign, when the Wildcats were 6-0 and ranked No. 1 in the nation. For his 
efforts, Fitzgerald was named the 2008 Big Ten Coach of the Year by the Touchdown 
Club of Columbus, a semifinalist for the George Munger Coach of the Year Award and 
a finalist for the Liberty Mutual Coach of the Year Award 


In 2009, the Wildcats returned to a New Year's Day Bowl game, their first since Fitzgerald 
was a student-athlete playing Tennessee in the 1997 Citrus Bowl. Fitzgerald's 2009 
club was, perhaps, one of the most resilient teams in recent memory, overcoming a 
number of injuries (especially on defense) and some difficult defeats, only to finish 
with a "November to remember.’ The Wildcats opened the month by knocking off 
unbeaten lowa, which at the time was ranked No. 4 in the BCS. NU then went to Illinois 
and defeated its instate rival before returning home to edge No. 16 (BCS) Wisconsin in 
the regular-season finale. 


The strong finish made the Wildcats a "wanted" bowl team and they landed a berth 
in the Outback Bowl on Jan. 1. In that game, Northwestern played with the "heart of a 
Wildcat,’ overcoming a number of double-digit deficits only to fall 38-35 in overtime 
to Auburn. That game was widely recognized as the best bowl game of 2009-10, and 
one of the all-time most exciting postseason games. 


In 2010, Northwestern raced to another 5-0 start before beating nationally ranked 
lowa on Nov. 13 to move to 7-3 and climb back into the top-25. A season-ending 
injury to first-team All-Big Ten quarterback Dan Persa, however, slowed the ‘Cats’ 
ascent in the national rankings and NU closed the season with a 7-6 mark. Still, NU's 
third straight winning season under Fitzgerald was capped with yet another New 
Year's Day bowl berth, a bid to the inaugural TicketCity Bowl at the famed Cotton 
Bow/l in Dallas. 


Another strong finish to the schedule (four wins in their final five games) rendered the 
2011 Wildcats bowl-eligible for a fifth straight year. The stretch was highlighted by a 
28-25 upset of No. 9 Nebraska in Lincoln, which helped position NU for an eventual 
berth in the Meineke Car Care Bowl of Texas at Reliant Stadium, home of the NFL's 
Houston Texans. 


A graduate of Orland Park's (IIl.) Carl Sandburg High School and a 2002 inductee to 
the Northwestern Athletics Hall of Fame, Fitzgerald resides in Northfield with his wife, 
Stacy, and three sons, Jack, born in November 2004, Ryan, born in September 2006, 
and Brendan, born in February 2009.

MacPherson also helped true sophomore J.R. Pace 
earn an All-Big Ten honorable mention behind his 
82 tackles and team-leading four interceptions. Pace 
earned defensive MVP of the Holiday Bowl after an in- 
terception and fumble recovery. 


A former defensive graduate assistant at Northwestern 
under Randy Walker, MacPherson is entering his 14th 
season as a coach. He spent 12 seasons as the Wildcats’ 
running backs coach and five as the program's recruit- 
ing coordinator before being promoted to his current 
position in February of 2018. 


MacPherson has helped lead three of the most ex- 
plosive running backs in NU history in Justin Jackson, 
Tyrell Sutton and Venric Mark. 


Jackson finished his career in 2017 as the most accom- 
plished running back in Northwestern history, round- 
ing out his career first in program history with 1,142 
carries, 5,440 rushing yards and 41 rushing touch- 
downs. He is also third all-time in carries and rushing 
yards behind only Ron Dayne and Archie Griffin in Big 
Ten play. 


Jackson finished the 2017 campaign with 1,311 total 
yards, third-most by a Wildcat senior. He finished over 
100 yards in seven games and capped off his career 
with an MVP performance by surpassing the century 
mark for the 27th time in his career during the Wild- 
cats’ 24-23 victory over Kentucky in the 2017 Franklin 
American Mortgage Music City Bowl. 


Jackson burst onto the scene as a true first-year in 
2014, compiling 1,187 yards and 10 touchdowns. He 
had six 100-yard rushing performances (all against Big 
Ten opponents and Notre Dame) and is the second 


first-year in program history to notch over 1,000 yards 
on the ground. 


Jackson had his best season in 2016, leading the Big 
Ten with a career-high 1,524 rushing yards and ranked 
third in the league with a career-high 15 rushing 
touchdowns. He culminated his junior campaign by 
earning MVP honors in the Wildcats' victory over No. 
23 Pittsburgh in the 2016 New Era Pinstripe Bowl with 
32 carries for a career-high 224 yards and three touch- 
downs. 


MacPherson came into the 2010 season without a true 
starter representing his unit. Jacob Schmidt emerged 
as a reliable starter midway through the year, scoring 
four touchdowns while starting four games. After an 
injury to Schmidt, redshirt first-year Mike Trumpy 
stepped up to start and put together two 100-yard 
rushing efforts averaging 4.6 yards per carry as NU's 
rushing leader. 


MacPherson oversaw a unit that keyed Northwestern's 
10-win season in 2012, as converted wideout Venric 
Mark found a home at running back and became NU's 
first 1,000-yard rusher since 2006. A finalist for the cov- 
eted Doak Walker Award, Mark recorded the sixth-best 
single-season rushing total in school history (1,366 
yards), scored 12 rushing touchdowns and topped 100 
yards rushing eight times. 


Prior to joining the Wildcat staff, MacPherson spent 
two seasons working on Jeff Genyk's staff at Eastern 
Michigan University, coaching the Eagles' safeties. Be- 
fore his two-year stint in Ypsilanti, Mich., MacPherson 
was the defensive coordinator/linebackers coach at 
Kenyon College in Gambier, Ohio. 


A native of Dayton, Ohio, MacPherson attended De- 
Pauw University and played football for four seasons 
and was named a two-time first-team all-conference 
linebacker. He also was named a third-team Football 
Gazette All-American in 1998. He was DePauw's De- 
fensive Player of the Year in 1998, and went on to be 
selected to the school's All-Century Team. 


Following his graduation in 1999, MacPherson re- 
mained at DePauw as a graduate assistant/recruiting 
coordinator and worked as the running backs coach 
and the junior varsity offensive coordinator. He earned 
a bachelor's degree in health and physical perfor- 
mance. 


MacPherson and his wife, Pamela, have three children:

JIM O'NEIL 


Defensive Coordinator | Ist Season | Alma Mater: Towson, 2001 


Jim O'Neil was named Northwestern's defensive 
coordinator in February of 2021. 


O'Neil joins the Wildcats after spending three 
seasons with the National Football League's Las 
Vegas Raiders, including the previous two as the 
defensive backs coach. Prior to his time with the 
Raiders, O'Neil served as the defensive coordina- 
tor for the Cleveland Browns (2014-15) and San 
Francisco 49ers (2016). He brings over 10 years 
of NFL coaching experience with him to Evan- 
ston, having also held roles with the New York 
Jets (2009-12) and Buffalo Bills (2013) before be- 
coming the DC in Cleveland. 


Before his time in the NFL, O’Neil spent eight 
years on the college level, including two seasons 
at Northwestern (2003-04) where he worked as 
a defensive graduate assistant alongside Fitzger- 
ald under Randy Walker. He led the safeties and 
served as the recruiting coordinator at Eastern 
Michigan from 2006-08 with current Northwest- 
ern special teams coordinator Jeff Genyk after 
being the defensive coordinator and defensive 
backs coach for his alma mater, Towson, in 2005. 
Additionally, he was a member of Penn's staff in 
2002 as the assistant offensive line coach and 
SUNY-Albany in 2001 as the assistant offensive 
line/tight ends coach. 


During his first year leading the Raiders defen- 
sive backs, O’Neil’s unit recorded nine intercep- 
tions with two returned for scores, marking the 
Silver and Black's first multi-interception touch- 
down season since recording two in 2010. Un- 
der O'Neil's guidance, safety Erik Harris recorded 
the best season of his career while leading the 
unit in tackles in 2019. Harris set career highs 
in tackles (68), interceptions (three), defensive 
touchdowns (two) and passes defensed (nine). 
O'Neil also developed second-round standout 
CB Trayvon Mullen. Mullen led the club with 10 
passes defensed last season, which marked the 
most tallied by a Raider rookie since CB Charles 
Woodson recorded 22 in 1998. In 2018, O'Neil 
worked closely with the secondary, helping the 
unit record 14 interceptions after recording just 
five the previous year. The Raiders also saw a 
21-place improvement in passes defensed, fin- 


ishing the year tied for ninth in the NFL with 73 
after finishing tied for 30th in 2017. 


In 2016 as the defensive coordinator in San 
Francisco, he helped the 49ers defense improve 
in passing yards allowed per game, sacks and 
forced turnovers. The 49ers improved 13 spots 
from 2015 to finish 14th in the NFL in passing 
defense, allowing just 240.5 passing yards per 
game. They totaled 33 sacks to finish tied for 
19th in the league, a 10-spot improvement from 
the prior season. His unit also saw an 11-spot im- 
provement in takeaways, finishing tied for 19th 
with 20 under his guidance. 


During his time with the 49ers, O'Neil tutored 
rookie DE DeForest Buckner as he tied for the 
team high with six sacks, adding 73 tackles and 
two fumbles recovered en route to earning a 
spot on the PFWA's All-Rookie Team. 


Prior to joining the 49ers, O'Neil spent two sea- 
sons (2014-15) with the Browns in the same ca- 
pacity. O'Neil led a unit that ranked sixth in the 
NFL in opposing quarterback completion per- 
centage (59.6) and tied for seventh in intercep- 
tions (32) during his tenure. Under his guidance, 
S Tashaun Gipson, CB Joe Haden and S Donte 
Whitner earned Pro Bowl honors in 2014. 


During his first season as defensive coordinator 
in 2014, O'Neil directed a Browns defense that 
made significant strides from 2013. Cleveland al- 
lowed 69 fewer points and ranked ninth in scor- 
ing defense (21.1 points per game). The Browns 
led the NFL with the lowest opponent passer 
rating (74.1) and completion percentage (33.3), 
while also finishing second in interceptions (21), 
tied for fourth in takeaways (29) and fifth in red 
zone defense (46.3). 


A native of Doylestown, Pennsylvania, O’Neil 
was a three-year starter as a defensive lineman 
at Towson, where he earned a bachelor’s de- 
gree in sports management. He holds master's 
degrees from SUNY-Albany and Northwestern. 
O'Neil and his wife, Stacy, have two sons, Danny 
and Kellan, and a daughter, Riley.

MIKE BAJAKIAN 


Offensive Coordinator (Quarterbacks) | 2nd Season | Alma Mater: Williams College, 1996 


Mike Bajakian was named Northwestern's of- 
fensive coordinator and quarterbacks coach on 
Dec. 11, 2019. 


Bajakian joined the Wildcats after a year in the 
same position at Boston College, where he led 
the Eagles to the top rushing attack in the Atlan- 
tic Coast Conference, the best ball security in the 
Conference and a ground game that ranked No. 
3 in Power-5 football in yards/game during the 
2019 regular-season. In nine seasons as a col- 
lege offensive coordinator, Bajakian's offenses 
averaged 424 yards and 31.3 points/game and 
ranked in the Top-40 nationally in total offense 
seven times. 


Prior to his time in Boston, Bajakian spent four 
seasons as quarterbacks coach for the Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers. In his debut season with the 
Bucs, Bajakian and rookie quarterback Jameis 
Winston piloted Tampa Bay's offense to a Top-5 
finish in the NFL and the most yards in team his- 
tory. Winston set team rookie records for passing 
yards, passing touchdowns, pass attempts, pass 
completions and passer rating. 


In 2016, as a second-year quarterback under Ba- 
jakian's mentorship, Winston set single-season 
franchise records for passing yards (4,090) and 
passing touchdowns (28), becoming the young- 
est player to throw for 50 touchdowns in NFL 
history and the first player in league history to 
throw for at least 4,000 yards in each of his first 
two seasons. The 2017 season saw Winston post 
career bests in completion percentage (63.8 
pct.), yards per attempt (7.9) and passer rating 
(92.2), while posting a career-low interception 
rate (2.5 pct.). Winston finished his third season 
with the third-most passing yards by a play- 
er from their rookie season through their third 
season, trailing only Andrew Luck and Peyton 
Manning. 


The Buccaneers led the NFL with 320.3 passing 
yards per game in 2018 and finished with the 
league's No. 3 total offense (415.5 yards per 
game). Tampa's quarterbacks ended the season 
with 5,125 passing yards, 36 touchdown passes 
and a 65.3% completion percentage. 


The Buccaneers finished with 71 passing plays 
of 20+ yards and 14 passing plays of 40 yards or 
more. 


Bajakian joined the Buccaneers from the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee where, as the team's offen- 
sive coordinator, he was part of the coaching 
staff that helped the 2014 Volunteers earn the 
school's first bowl game appearance since 2010 
and first bowl victory since 2007, winning the 
2015 Taxslayer Bowl. 


Prior to joining the Volunteers, Bajakian worked 
as the offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach for the University of Cincinnati (2010-12), 
where he helped lead the Bearcats to back-to- 
back Big East Conference titles in each of his last 
two seasons. In his final campaign, Cincinnati led 
the Big East in scoring offense, rushing offense 
and yards per play. 


From 2007-09, Bajakian worked as the offensive 
coordinator and quarterbacks coach for Central 
Michigan University, where the team posted 
its three highest-scoring offenses since joining 
the MAC in 1975 and set or broke more than 30 
school records. 


Bajakian's NFL resume also includes three sea- 
sons with the Chicago Bears as offensive quality 
control coach (2004-06). He was a member of 
the 2006 Bears team that won the NFC Champi- 
onship and played in Super Bowl XLI. 


A native of River Vale, New Jersey, Bajakian was 
an All-New England Small College Athletic Con- 
ference and All-ECAC quarterback at Williams 
College.

Jeff Genyk, a veteran with over 25 years of college 
coaching experience and a former Northwestern as- 
sistant, has was named the program's special teams 
coordinator on Feb. 9, 2018. 


Charlie Kuhbander finished the 2019 campaign with 
10 made field goals and was a perfect 2-for-2 on kicks 
from 40-plus. Chris Bergin was named Big Ten Special 
Teams Player of the Week after scoring an 85-yard 
touchdown on a blocked field goal return, recovered a 
fumble on kickoff and tallied three special teams tack- 
les in the win vs. UMass. 


In Genyk's return to Evanston, he was instrumental in 
bringing in graduate transfer punter Jake Collins, who 
immediately took the starting role. Collins averaged 
over 40 yards per punt and totaled the second most 
punt yards in the Big Ten with 3,199. 


The Wildcats also averaged more yards on punt and 
kick returns than their opponents on the season and 
scored a special teams touchdown off a blocked punt 
against No 3 Notre Dame. 


From 1994-2003, Genyk coached at Northwestern, 
with responsibility for the special teams unit during 
each of his final five seasons. He was also the running 
backs coach and recruiting coordinator for five sea- 
sons (1999-2003) after having worked with the safe- 
ties in 1998 and the linebackers in 1997. During his first 
five campaigns, he was the schools Director of Football 
Operations from 1994-96 and a defensive graduate as- 
sistant from 1992-93. 


Northwestern won three Big Ten championships and 
appeared in four bowl games during Genyk's first ten- 
ure in Evanston. The 1995, 1996 and 2000 teams all 
won Big Ten titles. The 1995 squad played in the Rose 
Bowl, the 1996 team was in the CompUSA Florida Cit- 
rus Bowl and the 200 club played in the Alamo Bowl. 
NU also participated in the 2003 Motor City Bowl. 


Genyk was most recently Vanderbilt's special teams 
coordinator and running backs coach for two seasons 
after serving as a consultant on the Northwestern staff 
in 2015 when the 'Cats went 10-3 and earned a New 
Year's Day invitation to the Outback Bowl. 


The Commodores ranked 17th in the country in kick 
returns in Genyk's first season in charge of their special 
teams unit, averaging 23.61 yards per return, and were 
in the top half of the Southeastern Conference in kick 
returns in 2017. He also helped placekicker Tommy 
Openshaw produce one of the finest seasons ever by 
a Commodore. Openshaw's 15 field goals in 2016 tied 
the fourth highest total in program history. 


Prior to his second stint with Northwestern in 2015, 
Genyk was the special teams coordinator and worked 
with the tight ends at Wisconsin in 2013-14. He held 
similar roles at Cal from 2010-12. 


While in Berekely, Genyk led dramatic improvement 
with the Cal special teams units, including back-to- 
back first-team All-Pac 12 selections in kicker Giorgio 
Tavecchio and punter Bryan Anger. 


Genyk was the head coach at Eastern Michigan from 
2004-08. He coached the Eagles to their best confer- 
ence finish in seven years in 2004 with a third-place 
showing in the West Division of the Mid-American 
Athletic Conference. While at Eastern Michigan, he 
coached three All-Americans in linebacker Daniel 
Holtzclaw, defensive end Jason Jones and placekicker 
Andrew Wellock. Jones was a second-round selection 
of Tennessee in the 2008 NFL Draft who just complet- 
ed his ninth professional season. 


He also coached offensive lineman T.J. Lang, who was 
selected by Green Bay in the fourth round of the 2009 
NFL Draft and was most recently named a Pro Bowl se- 
lection as a member of the Detroit Lions. 


A native of Milan, Michigan, Genyk was a quarterback 
and punter at Bowling Green State University from 
1978-81. He earned a bachelor of arts in business ad- 
ministration from BGSU in 1982. He later earned a mas- 
ter's of business administration and marketing from 
Western Michigan University in 1989 and a master's of 
education and social policy from NU in 1994. 


Genyk and his wife Lisa are the parents of a son, Jake, 
and a daughter, McKenna.

Kurt Anderson was name the program's offensive line 
coach on Jan. 14, 2019, after serving the 2018 season 
as a quality control analyst for the Wildcats. 


During his time at Northwestern, Anderson has played 
a role in the development of Jared Thomas who 
earned honorable mention All-Big Ten in 2019. An- 
derson also has had oversight of Rashawn Slater. The 
three-year starter was a consensus honorable men- 
tion All-Big Ten selection in 2019 and graded out No. 
2 overall among Power Five offensive tackles returning 
(PFF). Heading into his senior campaign, Slater earned 
preseason All-America recognition from Athlon Sports 
and Phil Steele. 


Anderson previously spent two years as the offensive 
line coach at Arkansas following three seasons with 
the Buffalo Bills as an assistant offensive line coach. 
While at Arkansas, he helped mentor 2017 Detroit Li- 
ons first round draft pick and All-SEC offensive lineman 
Frank Ragnow. The Razorbacks’ offensive line helped 
pave the way for running back Rawleigh Williams III to 
capture the SEC regular-season rushing title with 1,326 
yards and provided time for quarterback Austin Allen 
to throw for an SEC-best 3,430 yards. 


Senior left tackle Dan Skipper earned second-team 
All-America honors from the American Football 
Coaches Association and became just the sixth offen- 
sive lineman in program history to earn All-SEC status 
in two different seasons, while Ragnow was named the 
nation's best offensive lineman, best run blocker and 
a first-team All-American by Pro Football Focus (PFF) 
and was a second-team All-SEC choice by the Associ- 
ated Press. 


Prior to Arkansas, Anderson spent the 2013-15 sea- 
sons with the Buffalo Bills as assistant offensive line 
coach. In 2015, the Bills led the NFL in rush yards per 
game (152.0) and yards per rush (4.8), and were fifth 
in the AFC in total offense (360.9). Anderson served 
as the team's primary offensive line coach for the first 
six weeks of the season, the organization's first under 
head coach Rex Ryan. Center Eric Wood and left guard 
Richie Incognito were both named to the Pro Bowl, an- 
choring the NFL's 12th-youngest offensive line while 
paving the way for Pro Bowl running back LeSean Mc- 
Coy. McCoy was one of three Buffalo players to rush for 
500-plus yards in 2015, marking the first time that feat 
has been accomplished by the Bills since 1962. 


Before joining the Bills, Anderson spent five seasons at 
Eastern Michigan University, primarily as the run game 
coordinator (2010-12). His time at Eastern Michigan 
started in 2008 as the tight ends coach before moving 
to the offensive line and run game coordinator where 
the ground attack saw immediate results. The Eagles 
posted the 14th-best run game in the nation in 2011, 
after accumulating 2,620 yards and 16 touchdowns on 
the ground. It marked just the second time in program 
history that Eastern Michigan had rushed for more 
than 2,000 yards in back-to-back seasons (2010-11). 


Anderson joined Eastern Michigan after a two-year 
stint at his alma mater Michigan. While on staff with 
the Wolverines, Anderson spent the 2007 campaign 
as a graduate assistant coach for the offensive line, 
helping develop All-America tackle and the overall 
No. 1 pick in the 2006 NFL Draft, Jake Long. In 2006, 
Anderson was the defensive quality control assistant 
coach. He helped develop current NFL players Lamar 
Woodley and Alan Branch. 


Prior to his stint at Michigan, Anderson was an assis- 
tant coach at Indiana State where he worked with the 
offensive tackles and tight ends. 


A standout along the offensive line at the University of 
Michigan, Anderson graduated in 2001 with a degree 
in sport management and communication from the 
Division of Kinesiology. 


Anderson was a two-year letterwinner (2000-01) as the 
starting center and received the Hugh R. Rader Jr. Me- 
morial Award as the team's top offensive lineman and 
was selected All-Big Ten honorable mention following 
the 2001 season. As a player and coach, Anderson has 
been involved in seven bowl games, highlighted by 
Michigan's 1998 Rose Bowl win that sealed the pro- 
gram's national championship. 


Anderson and his wife Jennifer have five children: sons 
Hawken and Torin, daughter Dagny and twins Odin 
and Raina.

Lou Ayeni returned to his alma mater as the running 
backs coach and recruiting coordinator on January 8, 
‘16-17 PAOES 
In his first season at Northwestern, Ayeni saw to the 
development of true first year back Isaiah Bowser, 
who stepped up after sophomore Jeremy Larkin was 
forced to medically retire. Under Ayeni, Bowser rushed 
for 866 yards and averaged over 4 yards per rush. He 
also pushed the development of senior walk-on Chad 
Hanaoka, who earned the most playing time of his ca- 
reer, tallying 120 yards and was critical in pass blocking 
in the backfield as the Wildcats’ primary third-down 
back. 


Northwestern 2018-Present 
Running Backs/Recruiting Coordinator 


Ayeni and the running backs room battled injuries 
in the 2019 season as seven different NU players saw 
action in the backfield. Sophomore Drake Anderson 
rushed for a career-best 634 yards on a 4.1-yard-per- 
carry average. First year Evan Hull broke onto the 
scene late in the year and in only four games posted a 
6.2 yards average and scored four touchdowns. 


As recruiting coordinator, Ayeni helped the ‘Cats se- 
cure a top-50 national recruiting class in his first two 
classes, according to Rivals and 247Sports. 


Ayeni spent the last four seasons at lowa State Univer- 
sity, the final two as Associate Head Coach and Run- 
ning Game Coordinator. The Cyclones increased their 
rushing production by nearly 60 yards-per-game from 
his first to second year on staff. This season lowa State 
ranked No. 1 in the nation with just one fumble lost 
and No. 2 in FBS with only eight total fumbles during 
the campaign, the third time in the last four years they 
ranked among the nation's Top-16 in total fumbles. 
Ayeni’s work in 2017 was nationally recognized, 
earning Running Backs Coach of the Year honors by 
247Sports behind the incredible play of sophomore 
David Montgomery. 


Montgomery, who was a First-Team All-American by 
Pro Football Focus and a First-Team All-Big 12 selec- 
tion, ranked third in the Big 12 in rushing yards per 
game (88.2), becoming just the 14th back in school 
history to break the 1,000-yard barrier (1,146). 


Montgomery was one of the toughest backs in the 
nation, forcing an incredible 109 missed tackles and 
losing just one fumble in 294 touches. 


Ayeni’s emphasis on ball security helped the Cyclones 
achieve one their best seasons in school history in 
2017, racking up the second-most wins in the histo-

Bowl, just the fourth bowl victory in school history. 


Prior to his tenure in Ames, he spent four years on 
staff at the University of Toledo, the last three as As- 
sociate Head Coach and Run Game Coordinator. There 
he helped recruit and mentor 2017 National Football 
League rushing leader Kareem Hunt. The Rockets qual- 
ified for a bowl game in three of the last four seasons 
and finished among the top five rushing team in the 
MAC all four years. Ayeni helped place a running back 
onan All-MAC Team and mentored a 1,000-yard rusher 
in each of his last four seasons. 


Ayeni's coaching career started with a two-year stint as 
a graduate assistant at Northwestern. 


A native of Woodbury, Minnesota, Ayeni began his 
Wildcats career as a running back and was part of 
Northwestern's 2000 Big Ten Championship squad, 
before switching to safety for his senior season. He 
graduated in 2003 with a bachelor's degree in commu- 
nications and a minor in sociology. After graduation, 
Ayeni played for Tony Dungy and the Indianapolis 
Colts as a safety in 2004-05 before joining the St. Louis 
Rams in 2005-06 as a linebacker. 

Ayeni played his prep ball at Woodbury High School 
where he helped lead the Royals to their only state 
championship in 1998. He is the school's career leader 
in yards (3,504) and touchdowns (47). He ran for 2,112 
yards and 34 touchdowns his senior season, both 
school records. 


Ayeni participated in the Bill Walsh Coaching Intern- 
ship with the Chicago Bears at their 2009 training 
camp, and in 2016, he was selected to the prestigious 
NCAA Champion Forum hosted by the National Asso- 
ciation of Collegiate Directors of Athletics (NACDA).

BOB HEFFNER 


Tight Ends | 13th Season | Alma Mater: Temple, 1979 


In February of 2009, Bob Heffner joined Pat Fitzger- 
ald's staff to coach the Wildcats’ superbacks (NU's hy- 
brid position for its tight ends, h-backs and fullbacks), 
bringing with him more than 30 years of collegiate 
coaching experience to Evanston. 


The 2018 campaign had Heffner lead a productive su- 
perback group headlined by junior honorable All-Big 
Ten selection Cam Green. Green grabbed a TD recep- 
tion in Big Ten Championship against Ohio State and 
was crucial in the Holiday Bowl comeback against 
Utah, securing 7 passes. 


When tasked with replacing current Cleveland Browns 
starting fullback Dan Vitale, Heffner helped turn Gar- 
rett Dickerson into an all-league superback in 2016 and 
2017. Dickerson started all 13 games for NU in 2016, 
hauling in 34 catches for 318 yards and five touch- 
downs, including what proved to be the game winner 
in a 31-24 victory over No. 23 Pittsburgh in the New Era 
Pinstripe Bowl. He ranked second among Big Ten tight 
ends with five touchdown catches. In 2017, Dickerson 
elevated his game even further as he recorded 37 re- 
ceptions for 401 yards and four touchdowns, earning 
another All-Big Ten Honorable Mention selection. 


Heffner's tutelage of NU's Drake Dunsmore represent- 
ed a resounding success, culminating in Dunsmore 
being voted the inaugural winner of the Kwalick-Clark 
Big Ten Tight End of the Year Award in 2011. Dun- 
smore, who also was a consensus first-team All-Big 
Ten selection, became NU's career leader for receiving 
yards by a tight end and graduated with 1,567 yards 
on 143 receptions. 


A year later, Heffner's guidance ensured a smooth 
transition to Dunsmore's replacement, which came in 
the form of true first-year Dan Vitale. 


Vitale went on to start 10 games and finished fifth on 
the team in receptions (28) and receiving yards (288). 
An ESPN.com All-Rookie Team selection, Vitale came 
up especially crucial for the ‘Cats in wins at Michigan 
State (nine catches, 110 yards) and in the TaxSlayer. 
com Gator Bowl (seven catches, 82 yards). 


After making key contributions as a sophomore and 
junior, Vitale excelled in his last year under Heffner, 
earning a spot on the All-Big Ten Second Team and 
ultimately a selection in the NFL Draft by the Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers. 


In his first season at Northwestern, Heffner's super- 
backs played a large role in Northwestern's passing 
offense, which topped the Big Ten and ranked 13th na- 
tionally. A sophomore at the time, Dunsmore ranked 
second in the Big Ten among tight ends and third on 
the team with 47 catches, including a memorable 66- 
yard touchdown where he broke multiple tackles in 
the 2010 Outback Bowl. 


Heffner spent eight seasons (2001-08) at Lafayette 
College, serving as the Leopards' offensive line coach 
from 2001 through 2007 before assuming Lafayette's 
offensive coordinator position in 2008. 


Heffner also worked with CFL's British Columbia Lions 
(1990-92) as their co-offensive coordinator, which 
featured 1991 CFL MVP Doug Flutie and Jim Mills, the 
two-time Most Valuable Offensive Lineman in 1990 
and '91. Heffner spent one season with the Arena 
Football League's Tampa Bay Storm as their offensive 
coordinator and director of player personnel in 1993 
before returning to Lafayette for his second coaching 
stint with the Leopards in the fall of '93. He was the 
Leopards' offensive coordinator/offensive line coach 
for three seasons, including a Patriot League title in 
1994. 


In early 1997, when former NU assistant coach Ron 
Vanderlinden was tabbed the head coach at Maryland, 
Heffner joined the Terrapins’ staff, coaching their tight 
ends and tackles for two seasons before being pro- 
moted to offensive coordinator in 1999. 


In Heffner's first season directing Maryland's offensive 
unit, the Terrapins posted the 10th-highest scoring av- 
erage in school history and its best in seven previous 
seasons. Maryland ranked first in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference (ACC) and 12th nationally in rushing yards 
per game (234.1). 


Heffner graduated from Temple University in 1979 
with a bachelor's degree in secondary education, and 
then served as a graduate assistant at his alma mater 
for the '79 season. In 1981, Heffner began his full-time 
collegiate coaching career at Illinois State as the interi- 
or defensive line coach before taking over as offensive 
line coach during a seven-year stretch with the Red- 
birds. 


Heffner, and his wife, Nancy, a native of Warren Glen, 
N.J., have three daughters, Katie, Molly and Shelby.

Defensive Line | 14th Season | Alma Mater: The Citadel, 1986 


Marty Long will begin his 13th season at Northwestern 
in August at the helm of Wildcats’ defensive line after 
coming to Evanston prior to the 2008 campaign. 


Long has coached six of NU's Top-10 all-time career 
sacks leaders, including the program's best, Joe Ga- 
ziano, who finished his career in 2019 with 30 career 
sacks. Gaziano earned First Team All-Big Ten honors 
after matching his career-high of nine sacks during his 
final season. Northwestern's defensive unit finished 
in the Top-25 nationally in 2019 for total defense and 
Top-10 among all FBS programs in first down defense. 


In 2018, Long's stout defensive line ranked as the 26th 
national run defense and top 3 in fumbles recovered. 
Junior defensive lineman Joe Gaziano forced three 
fumbles and finished 8th in the Big Ten in total sacks 
on his way to All Big-Ten honors. With one season of 
eligibility left, Long has already led Gaziano to tie for 
third all-time in program history with 21 sacks. 


In 2017, Gaziano capped off his sophomore season as 
one of the most feared pass rushers in the nation. His 
nine sacks were the most in the Big Ten, and finished 
the year with 12.5 tackles for loss and four forced fum- 
bles, helping him earn an All-Big Ten third team selec- 
tion. 


Long helped mentor one of the top pass rushers in 
program history in 2016 First-Team All-Big Ten selec- 
tion Ifeadi Odenigbo. He led the Big Ten with 10 sacks 
during his senior campaign and finished his career 
ranked second in program history with 23.5 career 
sacks. He set a single-game record with four sacks at 
lowa and recorded two more sacks in a win over Michi- 
gan State to become the first player in program history 
with multiple sacks in back-to-back games. 


In his first year at NU, Long's unit was led by first-team 
All-Big Ten selection Corey Wootton at defensive end. 
Wootton led the team both with 10.0 sacks (21st in the 
nation) and 16.0 tackles-for-loss (35th in the nation). 


In 2009, NU's defensive line recorded 30.5 tackles for 
loss, including 18 on the quarterback (34th national- 
ly). After Wootton performed well in the 2008 Alamo 
Bowl, he became a fourth-round NFL Draft pick of the 
Chicago Bears. 


Long's unit held six of Northwestern's regular-season 
opponents in 2010 to under 105 yards rushing while 
combining for a whopping 41.5 regular-season tack- 
les-for-loss. Much of that production came from All-Big 
Ten honor Vince Browne, whose 15.5 tackles for loss 
ranked ninth in NU single-season history. 


Long engineered another superb defensive line in 
2015 led by former fourth round draft choice of the 
Green Bay Packers, Dean Lowry, who compiled 52 
tackles, 13.5 for loss, and 3 sacks. Deonte Gibson also 
had a strong season with a team-high nine sacks that 
led to an honorable All-Big Ten Mention and a free 
agent signing with the Detroit Lions. 


Since graduating from The Citadel in 1986, Long has 
been coaching in the college ranks for all but two sea- 
sons. He was a defensive graduate assistant at Western 
Kentucky (1986) and The Citadel (1987) before assum- 
ing a full-time position with his alma mater in 1988. In 
1994, he made the jump to professional football, serv- 
ing as a defensive assistant with the CFL's Baltimore 
Stallions for two seasons. 


Long then moved back into college coaching, begin- 
ning with an assistant position (defensive line coach) 
at Arizona under head coaches Dick Tomey and John 
Mackovic. During his tenure in Tucson, the Wildcats 
fielded the 12th nationally ranked rushing defense in 
1997 and '98, and eighth in rushing defense and 21st 
in total defense in 2000. 


Throughout his coaching career, Long has been a part 
of several championship teams. At The Citadel, he 
helped the Bulldogs to a Southern Conference cham- 
pionship (11-2) in 1992. With the Baltimore Stallions, 
they won the 1995 Grey Cup (18-3) with the greatest 
record in the history of the league. At Arizona, the 
Wildcats went 12-1 in 1998 (best season in school his- 
tory) and won the Holiday Bowl. 


Long is a native of Rock Hill, S.C, where he attended 
Northwestern High. He graduated from The Citadel in 
1986 with a bachelor's degree in math and computer 
science. He and his wife, Donna, have a son, Jerrell, and 
two daughters, Anna and Kayla.

TIM McGARIGLE 


Linebackers | 4th Season | Alma Mater: Northwestern, 2006 


Northwestern alum Tim McGarigle was named the 
program's linebackers coach by Dan and Susan Jones 
Family Head Football Coach Pat Fitzgerald on Jan. 9, 
2018. 


McGarigle's bunch has been extremely productive for 
the Wildcats' defensive unit. Heading into his senior 
season, Paddy Fisher leads all active players in forced 
fumbles with 10. Fisher enters the 2020 campaign with 
preseason All-America recognition from both Athlon 
Sports and Phil Steele. McGarigle has also been key 
in the play of Blake Gallagher, who led the 'Cats in 
tackles in both 2018 and 2019. Gallagher's 127 tackles 
during the 2018 season were the most in the Big Ten 
Conference. 


During his first season back at his alma mater in 2018, 
McGarigle’s linebacker corps, three of his players 
earned All-Big Ten honors, including sophomore 
Paddy Fisher being named to the All-Big Ten first team. 


Fisher finished 8th in the conference with 116 total 
tackles and led the team with four forced fumbles. 
McGarigle’s unit also excelled at taking the ball away, 
his linebackers helped create 12 turnovers during the 
2018 campaign. 


McGarigle spent the 2017 campaign as a defensive 
quality control coach for the National Football League's 
Green Bay Packers under Head Coach Mike McCarthy. 
His responsibilities included analyzing opponent 
game film to identify playbook development and 
offensive tendencies, as well as compiling team and 
player reports and coordinating scout teams that the 
starting defense faces at practice. 


Prior to his NFL tenure, McGarigle spent the 2016 
season as Linebackers Coach at the University of 
Illinois, and four seasons (2012-15) at Western Michigan 
University in the same position along with two years 
as Defensive Run Game Coordinator. He began his 
coaching career as a graduate assistant at his alma 
mater in 2011. McGarigle served as a defensive quality 
control assistant while studying for a master's degree 
in sports administration, and helped Northwestern 
improve in rushing, total and scoring defense en route 
to reaching its fourth straight bowl game. 


The Chicago native attended St. Patrick High School 
and was inducted into to the Shamrock Hall of Fame in 
2008. He totaled 107 tackles and 3.5 sacks as a senior 
in 2001 as the Catholic Metropolitan Conference 
Defensive Player of the Year. He was also named to the 
Catholic All-State and All-Area teams by the Chicago 
Tribune, Chicago Sun-Times and Champaign News. 


During his college career with the Wildcats, McGarigle 
totaled a school and FBS-record 545 career tackles, 
(since 2000, when NCAA tackle records began). As a 
senior in 2005, he posted 156 tackles and was named a 
semifinalist for the Chuck Bednarik Award and the Dick 
Butkus Award. He totaled three consecutive 140-plus- 
tackle seasons after posting 98 in his debut. McGarigle 
earned his undergraduate degree in communications 
studies. 


McGarigle was drafted by St. Louis in the seventh 
round (221st overall) of the 2006 NFL Draft. After 
spending the 2006 season on the Rams' practice squad, 
he played in 12 games in 2007, primarily on special 
teams. McGarigle was selected as the team's lron Man 
Award winner after the season for his dedication and 
achievements during team workouts. He also played 
two seasons (2009-10) in the United Football League, 
helping the Florida Tuskers win 11 of 14 regular-season 
games and appear in the championship game both of 
those seasons.

DENNIS SPRINGER 


Wide Receivers | 11th Season | Alma Mater: Butler, 1993 


Dennis Springer will begin his 10th season as 
Northwestern's wide receivers coach after joining 
the program on Jan. 31, 2011. He came to NU after 
spending three seasons at Indiana University, serving 
as the assistant head coach and running backs coach, 
and the Hoosiers’ co-special teams coordinator. 


Springer's unit finished third in the Big Ten in 2018 with 
3352 yards. He guided one of the most productive 
wide receivers in Wildcat history as senior All-Big ten 
selection Flynn Nagel rose to 10th all-time for career 
receptions at Northwestern. Nagel’s peak moment 
came against Nebraska, securing 12 catches for 220 
receiving yards, the most by a Big Ten receiver since 
2013 and third most in program history. 


In 2016, Springer led senior Austin Carr to arguably the 
greatest season by a receiver in program history. Carr 
became just the third player since 1990 to lead the Big 
Ten in receptions, receiving yards and touchdowns 
and was named a finalist for the 2016 Biletnikoff 
Award given to the nation's top receiver. The current 
New Orleans Saint set a NU single-season record with 
1,247 receiving yards, tied the program record with 12 
touchdown receptions and hauled in 90 catches, the 
third-best mark in program history. 


Following the departure of Carr, Springer helped 
usher in a new crop of receivers in 2017 that ignited 
a passing offense that averaged just over 238 passing 
yards per game. Three receivers finished the year with 
over 30 receptions for the first time since 2013, with 
Nagel leading the team with 48 receptions to go along 
with 489 yards and two touchdowns. 


Bennett Skowronek had a breakout sophomore 
campaign, finishing with 45 catches for a team-high 
644 yards and five touchdowns. 


Springer's first season in 2011 saw him guide second- 
team All-Big ten selection Jeremy Ebert blossom 
into one of the conference's best receivers. His 1,025 
receiving yards represented the first 1,000-yard season 
by a Wildcat pass-catcher since D'Wayne Bates in 1998 
and the fourth-highest single-season total in school 
history. Ebert was drafted by the New England Patriots, 
and ranked second in the league with 11 touchdown 
catches and third with 5.9 catches per game.

In 2012, Springer developed receivers that were 
equally as committed to run-blocking on the perimeter 
as they were to make a presence known through the 
air. At season's end, Christian Jones emerged as the 
team leader in receptions (35) and receiving yards 
(412), while Tony Jones made a successful return from 
a leg injury that kept him out of the 2011 season to 
haul in four TD catches. 


Christian Jones and Austin Carr led Springer’s receiving 
corps in 2015, as they picked up two touchdowns each. 
Garrett Dickerson, Miles Shuler, and Mike McHugh also 
had strong seasons as the receiving unit developed 
chemistry with redshirt first-year quarterback Clayton 
Thorson. 


Prior to his stint at Indiana, Springer spent one season 

as the defensive secondary coach at Western Kentucky 
University as the Hilltoppers made the transition from 
the Championship Subdivision (FCS) to the Bowl 
Subdivision (FBS). 


Springer's coaching career has roots in the Mid- 
American Conference as he spent four seasons at 
Bowling Green State University prior to joining the 
staff at WKU. Springer led the running backs from 2003 
to 2005 before making the transition to the defensive 
side of the ball, taking responsibility of the safeties for 
the 2006 season. While at Bowling Green, Springer 
worked with Northwestern's current offensive 
coordinator, Mick McCall. 


Springer's lengthiest tenure came at Ball State 
University where he spent 10 seasons with the 
Cardinals in multiple capacities. He began his coaching 
career as a graduate assistant for the 1993 and 1994 
seasons before being promoted to wide receivers 
coach in 1995. Springer filled that role until the 1999 
season when he assumed responsibility of the outside 
linebackers, a position he held for two years before 
being named the defensive secondary coach for the 
2001 and 2002 seasons. 


A Fort Wayne, Ind., native, Springer earned his 
bachelor of science in secondary education from 
Butler University in 1993 after helping the Bulldogs 
to three Midwest Intercollegiate Football Conference 
championships. Springer also served as a team captain 
of the 1991 team. 


Springer and his wife, Nicole, have two daughters, 
Sophia and Sydney.

GAME 1 * NORTHWESTERN 43, MARYLAND 3 10/24/20 


Northwestern opened up Big Ten play at Ryan Field with Dan and Susan Jones Family Head Coach Pat Fitzgerald's 100th career win. The 'Cats took down the Terra- 
pins in a 43-3 victory with 537 yards of total offense on Saturday night. 


Northwestern's offense ran up and down the field, ending the night with 325 rushing yards and 212 passing yards. Four different Wildcats were able to find the 
end zone, culminating in four rushing touchdowns and one receiving. Redshirt first years Rod Heard and Brandon Joseph led the defense in their first career starts 
with six and seven tackles, respectively. The Wildcats only allowed 64 rushing yards and just 143 passing yards. The 40 point margin of victory is the largest against 
a Big Ten opponent since 1970, when the ‘Cats defeated Illinois 48-0. 


The Wildcat defense came out firing on all cylinders in the first quarter. An aggressive Maryland drive was stopped by senior Blake Gallagher and the Terrapins 
settled for a 33 yard field goal. The 'Cats went on to stop back-to-back Maryland drives with interceptions from sophomore A.J. Hampton and senior JR Pace. This 
marks Hampton's second-career interception and Pace's eighth. 


Work on the defensive end allowed graduate transfer Peyton Ramsey and the offensive line to dominate the field, grabbing two quick touchdowns. Junior Isaiah 
Bowser opened up the Northwestern scoreboard with a 1-yard touchdown run, his first since 2018. Soon after, Ramsey ran 12 yards for his first rushing touchdown 
as a Wildcat, bringing the score up to 14-3. 


Northwestern's offense kept up the charge in the second quarter. Sophomore Drake Anderson ran 37 yards, the longest run of his career, for the Wildcats’ third 
touchdown. Special teams also had a chance to shine, with senior Charlie Kuhbander completing three field goals in the second quarter. Two of the kicks came 
from 43 yards away, marking the first time Kuhbander has kicked multiple field goals over 40 yards in a single game. 


The ‘Cats scored sixteen points in the second quarter while the defense held the Terrapins to the three points they scored in their first drive. Junior Cameron Ruiz 
recorded his first-career sack early in the second quarter. Northwestern's 27 point lead at the break was their largest after the first half since leading 35-7 against 
Bowling Green in 2017. 


Northwestern opened up scoring halfway through the third quarter with a seven yard pass from Ramsey to Bowser, his first career receiving touchdown after a 
75-yard drive in 17 plays. The 'Cats defense once again held the Terrapins scoreless in the third. 


Redshirt first-year Coco Azema opened up the fourth quarter with his first-career interception, which put Northwestern's second string offense onto the field. The 
Wildcats scored their fifth touchdown in the fourth quarter via a 30-yard run from redshirt first-year Evan Hull after a 93-yard drive in only eight plays. 


Ramsey ended the game with a 147.0 quarterback rating, completing 23-of-30 passes for 212 yards and one touchdown. Anderson led the game with 103 rushing 
yards, Bowser followed behind with 70 and Ramsey was next in line with 47. Graduate transfer John Raine and senior Ramaud Chiaokhiao-Bowman were Ramsey's 
favorite targets, each completing five passes for 53 and 49 yards respectively. Sophomore Malik Washington was not far behind, catching a 23 yard pass from 
Ramsey, a new career high.

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Northwestern (2-0) erased a 17-point first quarter deficit in a 21-20 comeback win over lowa (0-2) thanks to an incredible second half effort from the Wildcats' defense. With 
the win, the 'Cats have now won three-straight games at Kinnick Stadium. Dan and Susan Jones Family Head Football Coach Pat Fitzgerald improves to 9-6 in his career vs. the 
Hawkeyes, his nine wins are tied for the most by any team in college football during that span. 


The Wildcats defense was dominant: holding the Hawkeyes scoreless in the second half and allowing just 293 total yards of offense while forcing three takeaways. The 'Cats' 
defense was impenetrable in the fourth quarter, allowing just 95 yards on four separate lowa drives to preserve Northwestern's one point lead. Brandon Joseph recorded the first 
two interceptions of his career, becoming the first Wildcat with a multi-interception game since JR Pace on Oct. 13, 2018 against Nebraska. 


Northwestern's senior linebacker trio of Paddy Fisher, Chris Bergin and Blake Gallagher each recorded double-digit tackles, including a career-high 12 tackles from Bergin. Today's 
game marked the first time since Oct. 13, 2018 where the 'Cats had three different players compile double-digit tackles. Gallagher also recorded his fifth-career interception in the 
final minute of the game to seal the win for Northwestern. 


The 'Cats offense relied heavily on the run game, throwing 18 passes compared to 60 rushing attempts. Led by junior Isaiah Bowser and senior Jesse Brown, the Wildcats racked 
up 143 yards and three touchdowns on the ground. Brown turned a career-high 10 carries into 29 yards and a career-high two touchdowns, doubling his career total to four 
touchdowns. Bowser handled 25 carries for 85 yards. Senior wide receiver Kyric McGowan recorded a career-high five receptions for 63 yards and added his second-career rushing 
touchdown to put NU on the board in the second quarter. 


lowa capitalized on a Northwestern muffed punt to open the scoring early in the first quarter, when Spencer Petras connected with Brandon Smith for a seven-yard touchdown. 
The Hawkeyes extended their lead to 17-0 later in the quarter on a 15-yard run by Tyler Goodson and a 22-yard field goal. 


The 'Cats opened the second quarter with a 16-play drive that ended in a touchdown, their second-longest drive of the season. After Brown converted a pivotal 4th-and-1 in the 
red zone, Kyric McGowan pounded in a three-yard rushing score to cut the deficit to 10. The Hawkeyes extended their lead to 20-7 on a 47-yard field goal, however Northwestern 
stormed 79-yards down the field to pull within six on a one-yard touchdown run from Brown, his first score since 2017. 


Northwestern and lowa traded punts to open the second half, but the 'Cats quickly gained momentum when Joseph intercepted Petras, the first takeaway of his career, to set 
the Wildcats up at the lowa 35-yard line. From there, the offense went to work. Ramsey soon found junior Charlie Mangieri for a nine-yard connection to set up the 'Cats at the 
two-yard line. After being stuffed at the goal line on first and second down, Brown found the end zone for his second rushing touchdown of the day to put the Wildcat ahead. 


With 8:05 left in the game, Ramsey threw his first interception in a Northwestern uniform, setting lowa up in NU territory. However, the 'Cats defense was there to pick up their 
quarterback. Gallagher recorded a tackle for loss on second down to force a third-and-long, setting up Joseph's second interception of the day to preserve the Northwestern lead. 


The Hawkeyes got the ball back with 4:38 left in the fourth quarter to begin the most important drive of the game. Despite immediately forcing a fourth down, lowa went for it 
on 4th and 1 on their own 22-yard line and converted to keep the drive alive. However, the 'Cats defense continued to hold strong, forcing a turnover-on-downs to give the ball 
back to the offense with under two minutes to play. 


After Northwestern failed to pick up a first down, lowa got the ball once again with 1:25 left in the game needing only a field goal to win. The 'Cats defense closed out its dominant 
outing as Gallagher intercepted Petras on the third play of the drive to seal the win.

Northwestern improved to 3-0 on the season after an electric 21-13 win over Nebraska on Saturday afternoon at Ryan Field. It marks the Wildcats’ first 3-0 start in 
Big Ten play since 2000. 


Northwestern's defense had another standout performance against the Huskers. For the third game in a row the 'Cats have held their opponent scoreless in the 
second half. Seniors Paddy Fisher, Blake Gallagher and Chris Bergin all recorded double-digit tackles for the second game in a row. Gallagher led the team with 14 
total tackles and Fisher followed behind with 13. This is the 12th time Fisher has recorded double digit tackles in his career, the most of any active Big Ten player. 


After defensive stops by Northwestern on Nebraska's opening drive, sophomore Drake Anderson broke free for a 41-yard touchdown after seven plays and 80 
yards of offense. Anderson's 41 yard run is a new career high and became the longest play of the season for the 'Cats, eclipsing his 37-yard touchdown run against 
Maryland. The Wildcats held the Huskers scoreless for the rest of the quarter. 


Nebraska capitalized off a few key takeaways in the second quarter and took the lead 13-7 to end the first half. But the Northwestern defense stepped up to the 
challenge and kept the Huskers out of the end zone on multiple ocassions, led by senior Earnest Brown IV who recorded two tackles for a loss in the second quarter, 
his first multi-TFL game since 2018. 


The Wildcat offense came out firing in the third quarter with redshirt first-year Evan Hull catching his first career reception and graduate transfer John Raine re- 
cording his first touchdown with the Wildcats off a 2 yard reception. Northwestern's defense followed suit and held Nebraska scoreless. Redshirt first-year Brandon 
Joseph grabbed another interception and Bergin notched his second pass break up of the game to post a new career high. Joseph is the first Big Ten player to 
record at least three interceptions in the first three games of the season since 2016 when Ohio State's Malik Hooker and Marshon Lattimore did so. 


On the Wildcat's first drive of the fourth quarter Hull recorded another reception for a career high 21 yards after a 36 yard return from senior Riley Lees. Soon after 
graduate Peyton Ramsey connected with Lees on a 10 yard pass for another Wildcat touchdown. Lees has notched touchdowns in four straight seasons. Nebraska 
had a chance for a touchdown late in the fourth quarter after a couple penalties on Northwestern, but Bergin was able to find the ball for his first career intercep- 
tion and get the offense back out on the field. The Huskers were unable to find the endzone, ending the game with 13 points scored only in the second quarter. 


The Wildcats recorded 317 yards of total offense,169 yards receiving and 148 yards rushing. Ramsey finished the game with two touchdown passes, a 59.3% com- 
pletion rate and a quarterback rating of 121.5. Raine led the 'Cats with 33 receiving yards and four total receptions. Seniors Kyric McGowan and Riley Lees followed 
behind with three for 27 and 25 yards respectively. McGowan was also second in rushing yards with 33, behind Anderson with 89.

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GAME 4 - #23 NORTHWESTERN 27, PURDUE 20 - 11/14/20 


No. 23 Northwestern knocked off Purdue, 27-20, on a rainy night at Ross-Ade stadium Saturday to continue its unbeaten start to the season. 


The win takes the Wildcats to 4-0, the program's best start in Big Ten play since 1996 when Dan and Susan Jones Family Head Coach Pat Fitzgerald was playing linebacker 
for the 'Cats. 


Despite the unfavorable weather conditions, Northwestern's passing attack led the way. Senior wide receiver Ramaud Chiaokhiao-Bowman dismantled the Purdue sec- 
ondary, finishing the game with eight catches for 86 yards and three touchdowns, all career-highs for the senior. 


The Wildcats took a 7-0 lead on their opening drive with an 8-yard touchdown reception by Chiaokhiao-Bowman, his first since 2017. Graduate transfer quarterback Ram- 
sey manufactured two critical plays earlier to extend that drive, finding Riley Lees on the run for 16 yards to convert a third-and-13 around midfield and drawing Purdue 
offsides with a hard count on fourth-and-2 in the red zone. 


Ramsey had his best game yet in purple and white, throwing for 212 yards and three touchdowns. 


Northwestern held Purdue scoreless until near the end of the first quarter when the Boilermakers grabbed three points on a 30-yard field goal. The Wildcats responded on 
the next drive with a field goal of their own as Charlie Kuhbander knocked one through from 46 yards out, the longest of his career. 


Chiaokhiao-Bowman hauled in his second touchdown on an 18-yard pass from Ramsey with 3:06 to play in the first half, putting the Wildcats up 17-10, a lead they carried 
into halftime and didn't relinquish the rest of the game. 


The Northwestern defense shut down the Boilermakers on third downs during the first half, allowing just one conversion on eight attempts. Eku Leota made a crucial 
8-yard sack on a third down early in the second quarter to force a Boilermaker punt. Purdue's only touchdown of the first half came on a fourth-down play after Adetomiwa 
Adebawore stuffed Boilermaker running back King Doerue for no gain on third-and-1. 


The Wildcats held Purdue to negative five rushing yards in the first half and two in the game. 


The Wildcats kept the clamps on to start the second half. Northwestern forced a three-and-out on the Boilermakers’ first drive, then forced a turnover on their second. 
Leota made the play again, knocking the ball loose from O'Connell which Paddy Fisher recovered and returned 22 yards to Purdue's 18-yard line. 


Set up by the fumble recovery, Northwestern went back to Chiaokhiao-Bowman who brought in his third touchdown catch of the game to push Northwestern's lead to 
24-10. 


The sides traded field goals before a Purdue touchdown pass brought the Boilermakers within seven points with 7:35 left to play, the only touchdown Northwestern has 
allowed in the second half since Nov. 23, 2015. But the Boilermakers could not score another point as Leota made another game-changing play with 2:04 to go. He sacked 
O'Connell on third-and-7 to bring up a fourth-and-14 for Purdue. O'Connell's fourth-down pass went incomplete to end the Boilermakers’ last possession.

The Northwestern Wildcats are 5-0 in Big Ten play for the first time since 1996 after their victory over No. 10 Wisconsin, 17-7, on Saturday night, Northwestern's first 
win over a top-10 opponent since 2011. 


The Wildcats' defense was dominant all game long, forcing five turnovers, the most Wisconsin has allowed against Northwestern since 2015. The ‘Cats also held the 
Badgers scoreless for the final three quarters of the game. Northwestern improves to 6-1 against Wisconsin in games at Ryan Field since 2000. 


Graduate transfer Peyton Ramsey threw for 203 yards, completing 23-of-44 passes and ending the game with a quarterback efficiency of 106. Senior wide receivers 
Ramaud Chiaokiao-Bowman and Kyric McGowan both set career highs in receiving yards with 95 and 80 yards, respectively. 


Northwestern opened up scoring within the first five minutes, with junior Charlie Mangieri hauling in a 2-yard pass for his first career touchdown. He becomes the 
fifth Wildcat to catch a touchdown pass this season and continued Northwestern's opening drive touchdown streak, having done so in four of its five games this 
season. 

On Wisconsin's second possession, senior Paddy Fisher, forced a fumble and the Wildcat offense was back out on the field. Fisher has the most forced fumbles in 
program history and is the active FBS leader, with 11 on his career. One play later, the 'Cats executed a trick play as Chiaokhiao-Bowman hauled in a 36-yard pass from 
fellow senior wideout Riley Lees, the first time a non-NU quarterback completed a pass in a game since Jeremy Larkin at the Music City Bowl in 2017. 


The Badgers responded with a fumble recovery and touchdown of their own, their only score of the game. The teams traded possessions and senior Blake Gallagher 
forced his first career fumble on his second career sack to stop Wisconsin's next drive and put the offense back on the field to end the first quarter. 


Sophomore Eku Leota opened up the field for the Northwestern offense early in the second quarter. Leota now has four sacks over the last four games and this is the 
first time in his career recording multiple TFLs and a sack in back-to-back games. 


Redshirt first-year Brandon Joseph brought in two interceptions late in the second quarter, denying the Badgers a chance to score. His second interception allowed 
Northwestern to end the first half with a 25-yard touchdown pass to Chiaokiao-Bowman, giving the 'Cats the lead 14-7. 


It was defensive battle in the third quarter, with both teams trading possessions and remaining scoreless heading into the final quarter. 


Wisconsin opened up with a drive to the Northwestern 23-yard line, but Junior Cameron Ruiz came up with a sack on fourth down to give the ball back to the 'Cats. 
After a 53-yard drive, senior Charlie Kuhbander put one through the uprights to extend Northwestern's lead to 17-7. 


Junior Greg Newsome II grabbed his first career interception to close out the fourth quarter, becoming the eighth player to post an interception this season.

Northwestern overcame a 17-point deficit for the second time this season, but came up short in a back and forth battle against Michigan State. 


Northwestern remains atop the Big Ten West standings at 5-1 overall and in conference play. It needs one victory in its next two games to clinch the division for the second 
time in the last three years. 


Wide receiver Ramaud Chiaokhiao-Bowman tied for his career-high of eight receptions for the second time in his last three games. The Wildcats' senior linebacker trio of 
Paddy Fisher, Blake Gallagher and Chris Bergin each recorded at least 10 tackles for the third time this season, while defensive back Brandon Joseph compiled a career-high 
10 tackles as well. 


The 'Cats started out the game on the defensive side of the ball, where they forced the Spartans to go three-and-out on their initial drive. It was the second consecutive game 
where NU's defense forced a three-and-out on its first defensive possession and third of the season. 


Northwestern followed its strong defensive start by turning the ball over on downs after Isaiah Bowser was stuffed on a fourth-and-one inside the Michigan State 25-yard line. 
The Spartans capitalized, as just two plays later Rocky Lomardi completed a 75-yard touchdown pass to Jalen Nailor. 


Michigan State continued to pile on its lead after Jayden Reed brought in a pass from Lombardi on the first play of the second quarter for a 15-yard touchdown. Lombardi's 
only two completions throughout his first eight passes were touchdowns. 


NU got on the scoreboard following Charlie Kuhbander's 42-yard field goal during its fourth possession and first of the second quarter. It was the senior's fifth 3-pointer of 
at least 40 yards this season and the kick also moved him past Stefan Demos for seventh place in program history with 35 career field goals. The Springboro, Ohio native 
connected on another field goal from 32 yards with just over six and a half minutes to play in the first half, cutting the Spartans' lead to 11. 


Following a tackle for loss by Earnest Brown IV, Northwestern had an opportunity to get the ball back quickly but failed to get a stop on 3rd-and-14 after Lombardi rushed for 
21 yards. The Wildcats were able to get off the field with just under a minute to play in the second quarter and kept the Spartans’ lead at 11 heading into halftime following 
a missed 50-yard field goal from Matt Coghlin. 


Northwestern began the second half with two completions to Chiaokhiao-Bowman and Riley Lees for a combined 43 yards putting the 'Cats quickly into Spartan territory. 
Lees found quarterback Andrew Marty that put NU at the Michigan State five-yard line, marking the second straight week where the senior wideout completed a pass. Fol- 
lowing two goal line rushes, Northwestern went for it on fourth-and-goal when quarterback Peyton Ramsey walked into the end zone to give the 'Cats their first touchdown 
of the game. The fourth-down conversion was NU's second of the game and it also marked the third time this season where the Wildcats were successful on multiple fourth 
downs in a game. 


With just over a minute played in the fourth quarter, Northwestern took its first lead of the game following Cam Porter's first career rushing touchdown from three yards 
out. Just three plays later, Fisher picked off Lombardi to give the ‘Cats their first takeaway of the game and what then marked the sixth straight game where NU recorded a 
turnover in the second half.

The Wildcats grabbed the Land of Lincoln Trophy on Senior Day for the sixth-straight time, defeating the Illinois Fighting Illini, 28-10 at Ryan Field. Northwestern's 
six game streak over its division opponent is marks the longest in the West. 


Northwestern dominated the ground game, surpassing 400 yards for the first time since 2003, where they collected 444 rushing yards while also playing Illinois. 
The 'Cats were led by redshirt first-year Evan Hull and first-year Cam Porter, who combined had 291 yards and three touchdowns for the day. 


The Wildcats' defense was as staunch as it has been all season. The ‘Cats held the Fighting Illini under 300 total yards, the fourth time they've accomplished that 
feat this season. held the Illini was limited to just a field goal in the first half, the second time the 'Cats have done so this season. 


On Northwestern's first scoring drive, first-year Cam Porter broke free for 40 yards on the ground on only three carries. Porter reached his career-high in rushing 
yards on the drive alone. The drive was capped by a two-yard passing touchdown from Peyton Ramsey to junior tight end Charlie Mangieri. 


The Wildcats picked up 167 yards on the ground on 28 carries in the first half. Porter paced the 'Cats on the ground, gaining a career-high 68 yards on a career-high 
12 carries. He picked up a two-yard touchdown run to extend the Northwestern lead, 14-3 with 27 second left in the half. The first-year is the only Wildcat with 
rushing touchdowns in back-to-back games this season. 


To start the second half, the 'Cats continued to utilize Porter, picking up 62 yards on the opening drive, while adding his second touchdown in the game with an 
18-yard run on third-and-five. 


On Northwestern's ensuing drive, Northwestern converted a fourth-and-four with a 32-yard rushing touchdown by Evan Hull, his second of the year. Hull more 
than doubled his season total of rushing yards on the season picking up 149 yards on the ground in the contest. 


Sixth-year senior TJ Green, returned to the field to take the last snap of the game for the Wildcats. It was his first snap since August 31, 2019 in the Wildcats' season 
opener against Stanford. 


Chicago's Big Ten Team finishes the regular season 6-1 and Big Ten West Champions, earning a spot in the Big Ten Championship Game. Northwestern is set to take 
on the Ohio State Buckeyes in the next Saturday, December 19 at 11 am CT in Indianapolis. The game will be broadcast on FOX.

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GAME 8 - #4 OHIO STATE 22, #14 NORTHWESTERN 10 - 12/19/20 


The Northwestern Wildcats made their second appearance in the Big Ten Championship in the last three years against conference rival Ohio State, ultimately coming 
up short in a battle down in Indianapolis. 


Northwestern led at the half and limited the Buckeyes to a season-low 22 points. The Wildcats' defense limited Heisman Trophy candidate and quarterback Justin 
Fields to a career-low 114 passing yards as a Buckeye. 


The 'Cats now await a decision as to which Bowl Game they will make an appearance in. It will be NU's fifth Bowl Game in its last six seasons. 


NU began the 10th title game in Big Ten history by continuing its season-long streak of holding its opponents to a field goal or less on its opening defensive posses- 
sion. Defensive back AJ Hampton compiled a career-high six tackles on the Buckeyes’ first drive, breaking his previous high of four in just over seven minutes of play. 


The 'Cats answered Ohio State's field goal with a touchdown drive in just over two minutes. Reigning Big Ten Freshman of the Week Cam Porter scored his fourth 
touchdown of the season, all of which have come in his last three games. Quarterback Peyton Ramsey broke free for a season-long 34-yard rush on a crucial third 
down inside OSU territory, setting up the score on the following play. 


Following the Buckeyes’ 16-play, 51-yard and nearly nine minute drive on their opening possession, Northwestern limited Ohio State to just 24 yards of offense and 
two and a half minutes with the football on its next two drives. NU continued to move the ball well against OSU's defense, extending its lead to seven after Charlie 
Kuhbander connected on a career-long 47-yard field goal with just under nine minutes to play in the first half. 


Ohio State's six points in the first half was its lowest this season and the first time the Buckeyes failed to score a touchdown during the initial two frames of a game in 
over two years. During OSU's final drive of the first half, defensive back Brandon Joseph snatched his nation-leading sixth interception of the season in the end zone, 
extending back for a one-handed catch which denied the Buckeyes a chance for points. The College Station, Texas native has the most interceptions in a season by 
a Wildcat in nearly 30 years since Willie Lindsay recorded seven in 1991. 


The Wildcats opened the second half marching down the field, going 66 yards in just under four minutes of play but failed to convert after Ramsey threw an inter- 
ception in the end zone. NU immediately responded by picking off Fields for the second time. It was just the second time in Fields' career that he threw multiple 
interceptions against a Big Ten opponent. NU's defense continued to hold the fort during the halfway point of the third quarter, as it kept OSU off the board again 
following a 65-yard rush from Ohio State running back Trey Sermon that put the Buckeyes into Wildcat territory. Defensive end Adetomiwa Adebawore recorded a 
key pass breakup on third down, denying Ohio State a chance to convert which led to a missed field goal. Defensive Coordinator Mike Hankwitz's crew made another 
stand following an NU fumble, preventing the Buckeyes from finding the end zone again and keeping the score within a touchdown early in the fourth quarter. 


Ohio State extended its lead to 12 late in the fourth quarter as Sermon scored for the second time. The Buckeyes prevailed with that 12-point margin of victory.

Northwestern capped off a successful campaign with the program's fourth-straight bowl win and defensive coordinator Mike Hankwitz earning his 400th-career win in a 35-19 victory over 
Auburn. 


Hankwitz's defense was masterful against Auburn, highlighted by senior linebacker Paddy Fisher leading all players with 12 total tackles, bringing his career output to 404 career tackles, the 
most of any FBS player. He is the sixth player in program history to reach at least 400 tackles, and the first since NU's current LB coach (and all-time FBS leader in total tackles) Tim McGarigle. 
Fisher also recorded double digit tackles alongside fellow senior linebacker Blake Gallagher for their seventh time in their careers. Northwestern allowed only one red zone touchdown by 
Auburn, they will end the season with only eight red zone touchdowns. The ‘Cats are tied for the lowest allowed in the nation by teams that played at least eight games. 


Northwestern's 16 point margin of victory was its largest ever in a bowl game, as well as the largest against an SEC school in program history. The ‘Cats converted three of five fourth down 
attempts, putting them at 51 of 88 on the season, their best performance since 2017. Northwestern notched 457 yards, the most in any game this season and the third time with 400+ yards. 
291 of those yards were passing, the most graduate transfer Peyton Ramsey has thrown as a Wildcat. Ramsey had a career game against the Tigers, throwing his longest pass of the season 
for a touchdown on the opening drive. He posted his most rushing yards this season, with 50, and tied his career highs in total touchdowns, with one rushing and three passing. Ramsey 
finished the game with a quarterback rating of 166.7, completing 24-of-35 passes 


Northwestern opened up the game with a 35-yard touchdown reception by senior Ramaud Chiaokhiao-Bowman. This marks Bowman's fifth touchdown of the season and is the longest 
scoring play of his career. Led by offensive coordinator Mike Bajakian, NU scored on its opening drive in five of its nine games this season. Auburn could not find any give from the North- 
western defense, going three-and-out on its first two possessions. Ramsey's offense was able to get back on the field for another touchdown in the final minutes of the quarter. Graduate 
transfer John Raine hauled in his second touchdown of the season, extending the Wildcat lead 14-0.The Tigers punched back in the second quarter, but were unable to find the end zone 
as the Wildcats held the lead, 14-6. This is the third-straight game where the Wildcats did not allow a touchdown in the first half. Northwestern outpaced Auburn with 214 yards in the first 
half, led by Ramsey throwing for 193 of those yards-his most in a half this season. 


Northwestern's defense came out of the locker room after half-time firing on all cylinders, easily forcing Auburn to go three and out on their first possession. Adetomiwa Adebawore batted 
down a pass on third down, marking his second PBU in two games. The ‘Cats did not allow a point on the first defensive possession of the second half in any game this season. 


Auburn finally found the end zone halfway through the third quarter. Raine fired back for the Wildcats, hauling in a 30 yard reception, his longest as a Wildcat. Bowman followed, fighting 
two linebackers in the next play for a key first down. Ramsey capped off Northwestern's longest scoring drive of the game with a 30 yard rushing touchdown. This is his second 30+ yard 
rushing touchdown of the season. 


The 'Cats began the final quarter with a 21-13 lead. Auburn attempted to convert a fourth down early, but the Northwestern defense halted their efforts and got the offense back on the 
field at the 50-yard line. First-year Cam Porter ran the ball for the remaining 50 yards to earn his fifth touchdown of the season. Porter has found the end zone in four consecutive games to 
close out the season. 


First-year Jordan Butler forced his first career fumble on the next Auburn drive, which was recovered by senior Earnest Brown IV, his first of the season and the second of his career. This 
marked the 19th takeaway by the 'Cats this season, 14 interceptions and five fumble recoveries, the most through nine games since 2013. Northwestern turned defense into offense, and in 
just six plays and 24 yards, Riley Lees hauled in his ninth touchdown as a Wildcat. 


Auburn attempted a two-point conversion and an onside kick, but the Northwestern defense shut the Tigers down. First-year Brandon Joseph recovered the onside kick at the Auburn 43, 
giving the Wildcats possession for the last four minutes of the game to secure the win. Raine led the Wildcats with six receptions for 76 yards. First years Bryce Kirtz and Wayne Dennis also 
grabbed some catches for 20 and 23 yards respectively. Porter ran for 98 yards and a touchdown to lead the Wildcats on the ground.

enshrined in the College Football Hall of Fame. They 
range from Paddy Driscoll, a halfback for the ‘Cats from 1915- 
16, to Pat Fitzgerald, a two-time All-American, Chuck Bednarik 
and Bronko Nagurski award winner, who was NU’s most 
recent inductee in 2008. There are four former Northwestern 
coaches in the Hall, Charles Bachman, 1919, Alex Agase, 1964- 
72, Ara Parseghian, 1956-63 and Lynn Waldorf, 1935-46. 


The College Football Hall of Fame is a hall of fame and 
museum devoted to college football. In August 2014, the 
College Football Hall of Fame and Chick-fil-A Fan Experience 


opened in downtown Atlanta, Georgia. The National ALEX AGASE CHARLES BACHMAN RALPH BAKER 
Football Foundation (NFF) 
launched the Hall in 1951 COACH COACH END 
to immortalize the players 1964-72 1919 1924-26 


and coaches of college 
football. In 2009, Atlanta 
Hall Management, — Inc. 
partnered with the NFF to 
construct and operate the 
new Hall of Fame facility, 
which will also provide a 
platform for community 
outreach, education and 
character development 
initiatives, as well as serve as a special event space in Atlanta. 


The Wildcats were the first college football team to visit the 
new Hall of Fame. The tour fired up NU so much that the next 
day it upset Notre Dame, 17-15.

The Hall of Fame is a part of the 
National Football Foundation, 
which was conceived in 1947 
by the late Grantland Rice. In 
addition, to sponsoring the Hall 
of Fame, the Foundation has 
awarded more than $3 million in 
graduate school scholarships to 
college football players.

Early in the third quarter, California lost Jensen to a back injury, and many 
felt the Wildcats would roll through the remainder of the game. This was not the 
case as the Bears converted a Wildcat fumble into a 56-yard touchdown drive and 
a 14-13 lead heading into the fourth quarter. With the clock winding down, the 
Wildcats had the ball at their own 12-yard line and seemingly needed a miracle 
to win. Early in the drive, NU came up with its only pass completion of the game, 
an Aschenbrenner to Donald Stonesifer connection which put Northwestern on 
the California 45- yard line. Two plays later, on a direct snap from center, right 
halfback Ed Tunnicliff reaped the benefits of excellent blocking and raced 43 
yards down the sidelines to give NU a 19-14 lead. Farrar’s extra-point increased 
the Wildcat lead to six at 20-14 with 2:59 remaining. 

The Bears gave it one final shot, but Loran “Pee Wee” Day intercepted the 
ball at the five-yard-line inside the final minute. Two keepers by NU quarterback 
Don Burson ran out the clock and the Wildcats brought home the roses.

1996 ROSE BOWL 


The 1995 Wildcat team was the college football 
story of the season, shocking the experts in 
capturing the team’s first winning season since 
1971, and first bowl game appearance since the 
1949 Rose Bowl. 

USC scored first in the opening minutes of the 
game, but NU quickly evened the score when 
Darnell Autry capped off a 68-yard scoring 
drive with a three-yard touchdown run. The 
Trojan offense attacked in the second quarter, 
scoring on two touchdowns and a field goal. 
Brian Gowins kicked a 29-yard field goal to cap a 
drive that began when Tim Scharf forced a USC 
fumble with 12 seconds remaining in the half, 
cutting the gap to 24-10. 

In the third quarter, Gowins started NU’s 
scoring bonanza with a 28-yard field goal. The Wildcats then completed an on- 
side kick, which Josh Barnes scooped up. Three minutes later, Autry scored on 
a nine-yard run to narrow the gap to 24-19. USC struck back with a touchdown 
midway through the quarter, but the ‘Cats answered with Schnur’s one-yard 
TD plunge. NU took the lead for the first time early in the fourth when Autry 
ran two yards for his third touchdown of the game. USC regained the lead for 
good with a field goal on the next possession and then converted a rare Schnur 
interception into a touchdown. The Wildcats gave it one last effort late in the 
game. Gowins’ 48-yard field goal attempt with 35 seconds left had the distance, 
but hit the left upright and bounced out. 

Steve Schnur had a career-best day, connecting on 23-of-39 passes for 
336 yards with one rushing touchdown.

On the third play of the second half, 
Tennessee intercepted a Schnur pass and returned it 30 yards for a touchdown 
and a 38-21 lead. NU would add one more score on a 22-yard TD pass from 
Schnur to D'Wayne Bates, but it wasn’t enough. 

Schnur threw for 228 yards and two scores. Barry Gardner led the way on 
defense with 10 tackles.

* When the 2000 college football season began, the 
idea of Northwestern and Nebraska meeting in 
a bowl game was nearly laughable. After all, the 
Wildcats were coming off a 3-8 season in 1999, 
while the Cornhuskers began the season ranked No. 
1 in the country. 

Yet on December 30, the two teams with ‘N’ 
on their helmets stood toe-to-toe on the astroturf 
housed by the Alamodome in San Antonio. 

Northwestern gave the Huskers fits in the early 
part of the game, and even held a 10-7 lead early 
in the second quarter. However, it was all Nebraska 
from that point on, as the Huskers outscored the 
‘Cats 31-7 before halftime and then tacked on 28 
unanswered points in the second stanza for the win. 

Nebraska drew first blood with a 15-yard 

touchdown run by Dan Alexander just 2:11 into the contest before Northwestern 
got on the board with a 44-yard Tim Long field goal three minutes later. In the 
second quarter, the Wildcats briefly took the lead when Zak Kustok found Teddy 
Johnson in the corner of the end zone for a 10-yard TD reception. 

The lead lasted all of 20 seconds. Nebraska stormed back, as QB Eric Crouch 
scampered 50 yards for a touchdown, starting a 24-point explosion. Down 31- 
10, Northwestern briefly revived itself when All-American running back Damien 
Anderson broke off a 69-yard touchdown run with just 1:10 left before halftime. 
The Huskers took the momentum right back, however, as Crouch hit Bobby 
Newcombe with a 58-yard TD pass to give Nebraska a 38-17 halftime lead. 

Anderson finished the game with 149 yards on 18 carries to lead NU.

2003 MOTOR CITY BOWL 2005 SUN BOWL 


In what turned out to be one of the more exciting 
bowl games of the 2003 season, Bowling Green 
and quarterback Josh Harris got the final word 
with Northwestern and Jason Wright. Harris and 
Wright turned in two of the more impressive 
postseason performances and shared the game's 
MVP honors. The Wildcats led for three-plus 
quarters until Harris fired an 11-yard TD pass with 
11:32 remaining in the game, which gave BGSU a 
21-17 advantage. 

NU countered, however, thanks to an 88-yard 
kickoff return by Wright. Noah Herron, who 
tallied two touchdowns, scored on a 2-yard 
scamper with 10:01 left to put the ‘Cats back in 
front, 24-21. But Harris and the Falcons had one 
more scoring drive left in them, and NU was unable to muster an offensive threat 
on its final possession. Wright finished with a bowl and school-record 336 all- 
purpose yards. He totaled 237 rushing yards, also a bowl mark. 

Harris completed 38-of-50 passes for 386 yards—all Motor City Bow! marks. 
NU's secondary helped control the Falcons early, picking off three BGSU passes. 
Luis Castillo, named the bowl’s UAW Lineman of the Game, had eight tackles (five 
solos). Northwestern ran for a bowl-record 357 yards. Herron added 80 yards on 
12 carries.

Appearing in a bowl game for a fourth straight 
year, Northwestern came out on the short end of 
33-22 outcome against Texas A&M in the Meineke 

@ Car Care Bowl of Texas. NU scored the first 
touchdown of the game but TAMU ran off 27 
straight points to take command. 

In the final game of his NU career, 
quarterback Dan Persa established himself as 
Division I's (FBS or FCS) all-time record-holder 
in completion percentage. Persa wraps up his 
tenure at 72.7 percent (460-of-633), besting the 
previous NCAA record of 70.4 as set by Hawaii's 
Colt Brennan. 

F : Senior safety Brian Peters came up with his 
12th career interception in the game, giving him sole possession of third place 
on NU‘s all-time list, with three of those coming in bowl games. 

Against the Aggies, Persa threw for 213 yards, but the Wildcats were held in 
check by a stout A&M defense that collected eight sacks on the day. NU gained 
a 7-3 lead early in the second quarter when Houston native Venric Mark scored 
his first career rushing touchdown on a pitch from Persa. That score capped a 
13-play drive that ate up nearly five minutes off the clock. Texas A&M, however, 
then dominated the game's next 25 minutes, running off 27 unanswered points 
to take a 30-7 lead with 5:59 remaining in the third quarter. 

The Wildcats responded and scored back-to-back touchdowns to cut the 
TAMU lead to eight, 30-22. But A&M then converted a third-and-13 deep in its 
own territory before gaining another first on a circus catch that set up a field goal 
and put the game on ice, 33-22, with 30 seconds to play.

Northwestern jumped out to a fast 13-0 lead at the 2013 
TaxSlayer.com Gator Bowl and rode an NU-bowl-record four 
interceptions to a 34-20 victory over Mississippi State and its 
first 10-win season since 1995. The Gator Bowl win also gave 
Pat Fitzgerald his 50th victory as NU’s head coach, giving 
him sole possession of first place on Northwestern's career 
coaching wins list. 

The Wildcats’ four interceptions matched the program's 
previous bowl best set in the 1949 Rose Bowl, which 
Northwestern won over California. Mississippi State QB 
Tyler Russell, who was responsible for all four interceptions, 
had thrown only six picks in the Bulldogs’ 12 regular season 
games this year. 

With a game-high 10 tackles and a near interception late 
in the game, Jared Carpenter was named the 2013 Gator 
Bowl MVP. 

Offensively, quarterback and Florida native Trevor 
Jan. 1, 2013 Siemian finished 12-of-20 passing for 120 yards—including 
EyeeReNCEIcin several clutch third-down conversions—and one rushing 

touchdown. Among his most popular targets on the day was 
ATTENDANCE: 48,612 freshman superback Dan Vitale, who led the ‘Cats with seven 
catches for 82 yards. 

As they have all season, the Wildcats started fast when, on the third play from scrimmage, senior 
DL Quentin Williams dropped into coverage and intercepted Mississippi State’s Tyler Russell. Williams 
went untouched 24 yards on the return for his first career touchdown and a quick 7-0 Northwestern 
advantage. 

The Bulldogs regrouped on their next drive and moved inside the Wildcats red zone, but the NU 
defense answered the bell again when safety Ibraheim Campbell stepped in front of a Russell pass 
on the sideline for his fourth career interception. 

Northwestern brought a 13-10 lead into the locker room but found itself in a tied game early in 
the third. Siemian led a quick six-play, 76-yard TD drive to restore an NU lead, then scored on a 4-yard 
TD rush of his own to put the ‘Cats ahead by 14. MSU would pull with one score early in the fourth, 
but cornerback Nick VanHoose helped ice the win with an interception and long return to set up 
Mark’s 12th rushing TD of the year and a bowl-clinching score.
